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COUNTY CONVENTION. 


EXTRACTS FROM THE GENERAL LAWS OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 

The County Convention shall consist of the representa- 
tives of the towns of the county. ‘They shall meet on the 
second. Wednesday of the June session of the General Court 
or other day in the same week, shall choose a chairman and 
clerk, and may adjourn as they see cause. 

The County Convention shall appoint two auditors bien- 
nially, one each from the two leading political parties, for the 
two years next following, whose duty it shall be to examine 
the acccounts of the County Commissioners and County 
‘Treasurer, &c. 

The County Commissioners shall furnish said Auditors all 
the aid and information required by them in the performance 
of their duties, and shall recommend to the County Conven- 
tion the sum necessary to be raised for the county for each 
of tlie two years ensuing, stating in detail the objects and pur- 
poses for which the money is to be appropriated and applied. 

The County Convention for each county shall, during the 
session of the Legislature, raise or grant a county tax for its 
county for two years; but the tax for each year shall be 
voted separately for that vear, and shall be collected for the 
year in which it was voted. 

The sheriff, the jailer, the physician, the clerk of the court, 
the solicitor, the treasurer, the county commissioners, and 
the superintendent of the county farm, of each county, shall 
make up their reports, separately, to May first, annually, 
and the same shall be printed together in pamphlet form, in 
said month of May, and said reports shall be distributed as 
now provided by law. , 

The reports of the several officers named shall contain a 
summarized account of all their transactions which concern 
the county, for the current year ending as aforesaid, and the 
report of the superintendent of the county farm shall contain, 
in addition, a list of the paupers actually supported at the 
farm, and the number of weeks each was so supported; and 
also a statement of the average cost per week for each pau- 
per, with an explanation of the basis upon which said calcu- 
lation was made. 

It shall be the duty of the County Commissioners of each 
county to publish attested copies of the proceedings of the 
County Convention, with the printed reports of the county 
officers for the year in which such proceedings shall haye 
occurred.

Brentwoop, N. H., June 26th, 1885. 


Convention met at County Farm according to vote at last 
meeting. 

The committee on reports, &c., reported as follows: 

The committee to whom was referred the County Commis- 
sioners’ report makes the following recommendations: That 
$50,000 be raised by taxation for expenses for each year of 
the two years next following May Ist, 1886, as recommend- 
ed by the Commissioners, and that $23,400 of money on 
hand be appropriated for the payment of debt and interest. 

The committee further recommend that the old asylum be 
moved from the present location, and in its place a wing be 
built to the new brick asylum, as suggested by the Commis- 
sioners, and that a sum not exceeding $6,000 be raised by 
taxation—one-half in 1886 and 1887, and one-half in 1887 
and 1888, said’sum to cover the expenses of removing the

old and erecting the new asylum. The foregoing recom- 
mendations were unanimously adopted.

In anticipation of appropriations made by the County 
Convention in June last, we have bought brick, lumber, 
etc., for a new wing to the Asylum for the Insane, and hope 
to have the building completed early this fall, which will 
give excellent accommodations for this large class of unfor- 
tunates. 

Our request for books, magazines and papers for the 
Library established at the County Farm has been liberally 
responded to.

PHYSICIANS’ REPORT. 





To THE ComMMISsIONERS OF ROCKINGHAM COUNTY: 
Gentlemen: In submitting to you the sixteenth annual 
report of the medical department and sanitary condition of 
the County Almshouse, House of Correction and Insane 
Asylum, we have only to reiterate what has been said before. 
There has been the usual amount of sickness, suffering and 
death, which must inevitably happen to that class inhabiting 
this and like institutions; we are, however, compelled to 
chronicle the invasion of diphtheria for the first time since 
the opening of the buildings for the reception of inmates. 
Some time during the month of November this disease made 
its appearance, quite a number being taken with it nearly at 
the same time. All the pupils attending school were care- 
fully examined, and every one with a suspicious looking 
throat was at once separated from the others and all commu- 
nication prevented ; still it spread, from the fact, undoubtedly, 
that all had been exposed to its cause, whatever that might 
have been. A large proportion of the cases were mild and 
amenable to treatment; two, however, fell victims to the se- 
quelz or consequences of the original disease, one from 
diphtheritic croup, the other, although the utmost care was 
taken to prevent it, from broncho-pneumonia. The build- 
ings were at that time, as they always had been, and are at 
the present time, kept neat and clean, and as well ventilated 
as circumstances will admit. During the month of Septem- 
ber all the inmates who had not been recently vaccinated 
were subjected to that operation with pure bovine lymph, 
care being taken to see that the pustule resulting therefrom 
ran its usual course, and thus afforded the maximum protec- 
tion to that dreaded disease, small-pox. - 
Notwithstanding the rather disproportionate number of 


41 


deaths in the Insane Asvlum, the present number is in ex- 
cess of former years, and we are gratified in noting the fact 
of the immediate prospect of more room and better accom- 
modations for this most unfortunate class. There are now 
fifty-nine patients, an increase of eight since the last report 
—twenty-four males and thirty-five females. Forty are suf- 
fering from chronic mania, four from dementia, five from 
recurrent mania, three from puerperal mania, three from 
epilepsy, two each from nymphomania and melancholia. 
There have been twenty-two deaths and two births in the 
institution during the year.

One died 
within two days after admission, two within three months. 

We would express our thanks to the Superintendent, his 
wife and all assistants for the uniform kindness and _assist- 
ance rendered us in the discharge of our duties.

CHAPLAIN’S REPORT. 


To THe Honorasite Boarp or Commissioners ror Rock- 

INGHAM County :— 

Gentlemen :—In making this, my annual report, it is my 
privilege to say that, according to my limited abilities, I have 
performed the routine duties of my office, and such other 
work for the moral and spiritual improvement of the different 
classes of persons found at this institution, as I have been 
able. 

Preaching services have been held twice a month, with an 
occasional extra service. 

Special funeral services have been held when requested. 
Meetings for prayer, conference and song have often been 
held on week days, and personal visitations have been made 
and conversations held, chiefly with the sick. 

During the latter part of winter and spring several even- 
ing services were held in which considerable time was spent 
in singing Gospel Hymns. These services were largely at- 
tended by the prisoners, as well as others, and many of them 
joined in the singing with much manifest interest. I have 
reason to believe that some hearts were touched with feelings 
of tenderness, and desires for a better life awakened. I felt 
that by such means I had at length, in some measure, found 
what I had long ardently desired, an avenue to the hearts of 
these strong but misguided young men. Should I continue 
in this work, I hope to ply these means with more vigor. 

In view of the fact that the use of intoxicating drinks is 
the direct cause of bringing to this house nearly all the 
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prisoners, and many of the poor as well, I have in my 
preaching, given special prominence to the subject of tem- 
perance, showing in various ways the baneful effects upon 
body and mind of alcohol in whatever form or combination ; 
and urging the importance of total abstinence. As I con-. 
sider this part of my charge, most of whom are in the vigor 
of manhood, and many of them intelligent and naturally 
capable of filling honored places in society, I cannot repress 
a feeling of sadness at the thought that a depraved appetite, 
in the presence of temptations which in this state would not 
exist were all our laws faithfully enforced, has brought them 
to their present condition of poverty and degradation. Could 
those pestiferous fountains, the low groggery and the gilded 
saloon, be dried up, there would be great hope of saving 
these men. Even now, we feel that a faithful use of the 
means of grace, administered in kindness, may avail to 
snatch a few of these souls as brands from the burning. 

On the whole, I have been gratified at the attendance upon 
the various services by all classes, with the excellent order 
which has been constantly maintained, and the interest 
always manifested. 

There are in this institution a few persons of undoubted 
piety, some others, who, in much weakness and with many 
obstacles naturally lying before them, are struggling toward 
a better life, and a charitable mind cannot doubt that the 
loving Saviour recognizes among them some of his 
own. 

I am sorry I cannot report many conversions, and, in 
view of this fact, sometimes raise the question whether I 
ought not to consider my work here a failure. Yet it is 
something to have been permitted to speak words of counsel 
and comfort to the afflicted and dying, to have cheered and 
helped on a few struggling souls in the way of life, and to 
have preached Christ and his great salvation to many who 
otherwise might have been without the means of grace. 

My thanks are due, and cheerfully rendered, to all the ofli- 
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cers and employes of the institution for their uniform 
courtesy and kindness, and to the various friends who have 
contributed reading matter, or by their frequent presence at 
the services and assistance in rendering music, have added 
to the interest and good effects of the meetings.

SHERIFF'S REPORT. 


To THE CHAIRMAN AND Boarp or County COMMISSIONERS: 


It becomes my duty, as it is a pleasure, to submit to you 
my tenth annual report as Sheriff of this county. 

On the 30th day of April, one year ago, there were four- 
teen inmates in this (Portsmouth) jail; to-day there are 
thirteen. As it will appear further on in this report, the 
number of prisoners committed here during the past year is 
larger than for any previous year of my administration, and 
the average number one-third more, hence the increase in 
the jailexpenses. Notwithstanding the increase of prisoners 
it will be seen that the Court expense has decreased in the 
past year nearly one-third, a gratifying, noticeable feature for 
several years. It would seem that with a regular increase of 
criminal matter, the Court expenses would correspondingly 
be larger, but such is not the fact—they have been annually 
crowing less. 

During the past year there have been committed to this 
jail 105 prisoners, to wit:

Relative to the sanitary condition of the prisoners, with 
the exception of a few cases, there has not been any sickness, 
other than such as is incident to persons of the character 
usually committed to prison. One person had kidney 
trouble, and upon consultation with Commissioner Johnston 
he and myself became bail for him and he was removed to 
Brentwood hospital where he is at present. One other sufferer 
from syphilitic disease, who was serving a sentence, I procur- 
ed a pardon for and sent him to his home in Maine. Anoth- 
er unfortunate young man from Newmarket, who was also 
serving a sentence, and very low with a lung complaint, I 
procured a pardon for, both of which acts were done by and 
with the advice and instruction of Solicitor Eastman, upon 
the medical testimony of Dr. Parsons. 

Dr. Jeremiah F. Hall, who has been the jail physician for 
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the dozen years last past, has recently been obliged to re- 
tire from practice, on account of ill health, and Dr. John 
W. Parsons now acts in his place. Dr. Hall has been a 
faithful attendant upon the prisoners and has given them 
excellent moral, as well as professional, advice. 

Religious services have been held in the jail on Sundays 
—principally by Dr. E. B. Goodall, Dr. Daniel W. Jones 
and Andrew J. Penhallow—other gentlemen and sometimes 
ladies have take part in the services. 

As appears in my previous reports, for many years Alfred 
W. Haven, Esq., of this city, has been the prisoners’ constant 
friend. As long as he was able to walk he made frequent 
visits to the jail with reading matter and little articles of 
comfort for the inmates, always bestowing a kind word. 
After he became confined to the house he sent a package of 
reading matter every Sunday until his lamp of life went out. 
During the year other very kind and thoughtful persons have 
contributed appropriate reading matter, viz.: John Sise, 
Esq., Andrew P. Preston, Esq., Rev. John L. Elwyn, Hon. 
Marcellus Eldridge, Mrs. J. Albert Walker, Mrs. John T.
